IT COSTS TO BE CARELESS. 

Surprising Result of an Inquiry In- 
to Heckles:. Methods of Men 
Who Mail Letters. 

The nonicwhat melodramatic if 
not grewsome sound in the title 
(IcihI li t t, r office, the report of 
which the government binda in a 
pink cover (nearjj i-d-t, seems ap- 
propriate to the matter, says the 
Indianapolis News. Thin is in- 
formation of (he kind that the so- 
cial student or historian of civili- 
sation might rind valuable. The 
number of pieces of mail matter of 
all kinds that came to the dead- 
letter office in i he last fiscal .year 
was 10,153,528; this was an in- 
crease of l i^'lit and one half per 
cent, over the previous year. 
While the per ceut. of increase 
necesaril.v diminishes each year, 
the superintendent sayn a compar- 
ison of the reports for a series of 
years shows a heavy and unit in 
uous increase each year; that is, 
we are getting more careless in- 
stead of less so. About seven- 
tenths of the total wasordinary 
unclaimed letters, which showsan 
increase of nine per cent, over the 
previous year. 

Ordinal v letters returned from 
foreign fount l ies increased HI0 
per cent. Letters with a return 
address increased slightly. There 
was an increase of neatly seven 
percent, in the number of 'letters 
and parcels held for postage. Mis 
directed letters— -and hen- is one 
of the strongest Arraignments of 
our intelligence— numbered 004,- 
977 (this did not include postal 
cards!, which was an increase of 
20 per cent, and is unprecedented. 
And who would think that in the 
course of the year 88,930 persons 
had been so absent-minded as to 
mail matter with no address stall 
(and among it letters with money, 
jewels, etc.)? Hut so it was last 
year. In round numbers abonr 
100 letters a day alst year were 
posted without addresses. 

betters sent to hotels and fail- 
ing of delivery numbered 310,196, 
and this was a slight decrease 
from the previous year. There 
were 11.075 letters and packages 
sent to fictitious addresses; this 
was a decrease from the year be 
fore of nearly 40,000, but in that 
year there had been transient 
causes (what, the suj>erinteriden t 
does not say) a phenomenal in- 
crease of more than 46,006, 

About the same amount of 
money went astray as in previous 
years— $48,0:14.04. It came in 51, 
140 letters. Betides this, there 
was 11,493,568.65 in drafts, money 
orders, checks. etc. There \ver. 
deeds, wills, pension certificates, 
insurance policies and such things 
that found their way to the dead 
letter ©dice. Nearly $jfJOO,000 
pieces of matter were held await

SANE IN INSANE ASYLUMS. 

Odd Cases of People Who Voluntarily 
Forego Their Freedom — Some 
Fear Going Mad. 

"Not all the people imprisoned 
in mad houses are insane. No, 
slree, not by a long shot. I've 
known scores of asylum inmates 
who had more He use than their 
keepers, and w ho were not crazy 
In any sense of the word." 

The speaker, aeeording to the 
Chicago Tribune, was an old at 
tendant who had seen 30 years' 
service. 

"I do not refer to inmates who 
are sanity itself on all points but 
one — the victims of monomania," 
he continued. "No; quite apart 
from these unfortunates, there 
are hundreds who live and die in 
fanatic asylums and yet are no 
more mad than their keepers, 
myself have known several cases 
where men and women voluntarily 
immured themselves in asylums 
simply out of fear that they might 
go mad. They are neurotics, peo 
pie who are always getting strange 
fancies into their heads, chiefly 
the result of laziness — and are 
haunted by the fear that someday 
they will lose their reason. I 
know one such man who has vol- 
untarily made a 'lunatic' of him- 
Belf for over 30 years, without 
showing the least sign of insanity. 

"Then there are others — and 
theses cases are numerous — 
whom drink has driven out of 
their senses at one time or 
another, and who have committed 
deeds of violence. A few weeks' 
retreat and treatment lias put 
them all right again; but, al- 
though they are as sane as possi- 
ble in confinement, it is not safe 
to give them their freedom for 
fear of relapse under temptation 
outside. 

! "In numbers of caseB patients 
who have been cured and dis 
chare* (1 return to us of their own 
free will. And there are others 
who might go back into the world, 
but have become so attached to 
their environment that they elect 
to spend the rest of their davs 
in it. 

"There can be no doubt that 
many of the sane inmates of asy- 
lums are much safer there than 
outside, and it is this knowledge 
which sends many of them to us 
and keeps them with us. Among 
my own people here is a rerj . lever 
doctor, who a few years ago had 

a' practice bringing Mm la a large 

income, lie w;is, however, the 
victim of a Strong periodic impulse 
to Introduce poison in his ptv 
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ven d, and thi« 
was an increase of about 176,000. 
The great amount of this matter 
is due to the faiiure of the writers 
to give their names and address 
and the sending of advertising 
printing ma t ter under seal (which 
must be destroyed); also, because 
a large per cent, of the parcels do 
not contain merchandise but rata 
logues ami the like, medicines and 
perishable url id.-s, which must be 
destroyed.- 

Among other things that went 
to this posl office graveyard were 
80,089 photograph* and 24!>.1W. 
pieces of matter in which were 
postage stamps an increase of 
nearly ten per cent. Here is 
another curious thing.: There 
were separated from letters in the 
mail and found loose in the mail 
sin. DO worth 
of stamps that could not be re- 
turned. If it is any consolation to 
those of us I hat have waited for 
"the letter that never came," it is 
to - be noted that the superintend- 
ent says that abool 7,500 manu- 
script communications were re- 
ceived by the office pertaining to 
the treatment of mail matter. 

Oldest Chemist's Shop. 
The oldest chemist's shop in 
England is said to be at Knares- 
borough, the quaint Yorkshire 
town situated on the Nidd. The 
earliest date to which it can be 
traced back is 1720, but how much 
older than that it may be cannot 
be ascertained. Several years

Government to Establish a Great Bes- 
srvoir for the Conserving of 
the Water Supply for 
Irrigation. 

It has been known for a good many 
years that much of the land In ArlzcnB 
could be made exceedingly productive 
If a water supply were assured. At- 
tempts have been made at irrigation, 
but the water supply of the rivers is 
sut h an uncertain quantity that It bar 
been practically a failure. To-day there 
may be a flood of waters coursing 
through the rivers, and a few days later 
the river will have dwindled to a stream 
that is unable to supply the irrigation 
ditches with water. To illustrate by 
some figures taken in 1891. when the 
greatest flood ever known in 8alt river 
valley sine* Its settlement occurred:

This was followed by a second swell 
greater than the first„the flood Increas- 
ing until the 24th. a maximum of 300 - 
000 second-feet was reached.

The temptation 
was strong for the building of a dam 
\ of the roclc-nll type, instead of a ma- 
sonry c'am, as It would be much cheaper 
and much easier of construction. It was 
estimated that it would take 100,000 bar- 
rels of cement for the masonry dam, and 
the haul of 40 miles would make it coat 
nine dollars a barrel. This made Its use 
practically prohibitive. But the en- 
gineers were loth to give up the plan of a 
masonry dam. and began investigations 
to see if there were not materials at hand 
for the making of cement. These ef- 
i forts proved successful and a cement 
I plant with a capacity of 300 barrels a day 
| has been established near the dam site.

THE FOUNDER OF QUEBEC. 

facts Concerning Caampiaiu — D»s- 
covery of Lake Bearing- His Name 
—First Battle with Iroquois. 

Champlain was a bold and skill- 
ful French navigator; he founded 
Quebec in 1008, and having estah 
lished friendly relations with tin 
Indiana along the St. Lawrence 
marched a body of those, wit I 
Borne Huron* and others, agains 
,the Iroquois In 1609, says tin 
Four Track News. His account! 
of that expedition and of another 
made in 1613 into New York state 
territory, are among the most in- 
teresting of the Paris document! 
The expedition of 1 009 reached the 
lake (to which Champlain gave 
his own nam.-), up which it passed 
in cauoes to a point in what is now 
the town of Ticonderoga, where 
he encountered about 200 of the 
Iroquois armed only with bows 
and arrows, and a battle followed. 
What he wrote of the engagement 
is both romantic and pathetic: 

"The moment they (the Iro- 
quois) saw me they halted, gazing 
t me and I at them. When I saw 
them preparing to shoot at us, I 
raised my arquebus, and aimed di- 
rectly at one of tbe three chiefs. 
Two of them fell to the ground by 
this shot; one of their companions 
•eceiving a wound from which he 
died afterwards. I had put four 
balls in my arquebus. • ♦ • The
